We know that the jeo croam whole¬ 
sale business originated with Jacob 
Fuasel, a milk dealer of Baltimore and 
Washington, in 1851; that it was ad¬ 
vertised in the Now York newspapers 
as far hark as and that Dolly 

Madison served it nt the Presidential 
receptions throughout President Madi¬ 
son's entire administration, hut we do 
not know definitely who first intro¬ 
duced it in Amorim. Thomas D. But¬ 
ler, of the lee Cream Trade Journal, 
traced the origin of ire cream to Italy 
and said that an Italian from,Palermo 
served it first iti Franoe in his cafe 
in 10BO. 

Another account credits 
Jackson, a negro caterer of 
phia, with being the first to 
cream in the I nited States, 
ished about 1832. At it is death some 
years later the business was Continued 
by his daughter. His place was in 
what was then Goodwater street, now 
St. James, between Seventh and Fighth 
M roots. For several years Jackson en¬ 
joyed a monopoly on the manufacture 
of ice cream and sold all he could pro¬ 
duce at If l a quart. 
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
